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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 7 recites the limitation "the tilting movement" in lines 1 - 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1 - 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kaname et al. 
(JP 7-125606). Kaname discloses a hood air bag device, including an airbag (15 in Fig. 2) which 
can be deployed from a rear portion of a hood along an outer surface of a windshield of a motor 
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vehicle, where the hood has a front portion (12a in Fig. 2) and a cowl/rear portion comprising a 
regulating member (14 in Fig. 2) for deflecting the airbag toward the windshield when the airbag 
deploys, and the airbag is located between the regulating member and the windshield (see Fig. 
2). The regulating member has a top surface that is positioned essentially flush with the hood 
(see Fig. 2), is pivotally connected to the front portion of the hood (see 14a in Fig. 2), and moves 
upwardly away from the front portion of the hood as the airbag deploys. The regulating member 
is positioned so that the tilting movement is limited by the hood (see Fig. 2 - tilting movement is 
limited by spring 17 on the hood) . 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Myrholt et al. (US 6,415,883) discloses a deployable A-pillar cover for pedestrian 
protection. Knight-Newbury et al. (GB 2368562) discloses an air bag arrangement for 
deployment between the rear of the bonnet and the windscreen of an automobile. Miyasaka et al. 
(US 6,474,679) discloses a vehicle air bag system. Ishizaki et al. (US 6,516,278) discloses a 
vehicle hood operating system. Matsuura et al. (US 6,182,782) discloses a device for reducing 
the impact of pedestrians. Ryan et al. (US 6,467,563) discloses a windshield frame airbag for 
pedestrian protection, and (US 6,386,623) an automotive hood of inflatable character. Ryan (US 
6,497,302) discloses a scuttle area air bag for pedestrian protection. Lucchini et al. (US 
4,249,632) discloses a safety device for the protection of pedestrians.
